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Voters raise taxes to improve public safety 



$2.5 million referendum garners 2-1 approval

Antioch voters passed a $2.5 mil- 
lion referendum initiative Tuesday, 
March 17 to construct a hew police 
station, a new fire substation, arid to 
purchase fire safety equipment. 

The vote passed by an almost 
two toone vote. 

Unofficial vote totals on election 
night were 726 (62.8 percent) votes in 
favor and 430 (37.2 percent) votes 
against the proposal to Issue general 
obligation bonds. 



Antioch will build the new fire 
substation east of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral Railroad tracks and the new po- 
lice station in downtown Antioch. 
Three acres on Deep Lake Road have 
been donated to the Fire Protection 
District for a substation. The cost of 
the new fire station will be paid by the 
First Fire Protection District and the 
Village of Antioch. 

"One fifth of current calls are al- 
ready on the east side of the tracks," 
Mayor Marilyn Shineflug said at a 
Feb. 23 public information meeting 
about the referendum. The substa- 



tion is intended to provide a first re- 
sponse to east side fire calls. 

The new police station will be 
built on land now owned by the vil- 
lage on Orchard Street just east of the 
existing fire station. 

"It would be a brick construc- 
tion," said Village Administrator Tim 
Wells at the public information meet- 
ing. 

The new police station will be 
two stories and will be 65 feet.by 125 
feet. The design anticipates 25 to 30 
police officers at some future time. 
He said that the referendum was for 



bricks and mortar only and did not 
include any personnel costs. 

The police station will contain 
a cell block that complies with fed- 
eral law. Three cells will accommo- 
date male prisoners, plus one cell 
for women, and a juvenile facility. 
The public would be separated 
from any possible encounters with 
prisoners. 

In response to questions about 
construction schedule, Wells said 
that he thought the Village would 
move quickly to contract for a design 
for the building. He said that the vil- 
lage would want to be in the new 
building 18 months after the vote. 

Plans for the fire substation are 



further along than for the police de- 
partment, 

"The design of this building has 
been done for about a year," Wells 
said. 

The station will have an appara- 
tus bay for four trucks, a day room, a 
dining room and kitchen, a commu- 
nications area, lobby, offices for fu- 
ture personnel, a parking lot and dri- 
ve area, and a place to test fire 
pumps. Pumps are now tested in 
Gurnee. 

The fire safety costs of the refer- 
endum initiative are estimated to be 
$1 to $1.2 million. Half of the money 
is for the substation and half for two 
pieces of equipment

animal tranquilizer Ketamine Hy- 
drochloride in an evaporated form

Judy Martini spent a pensive 
election night between moments of 
joy and sadness as results in the Dist 
1 county board primary trickled in. 

The final tally was not obvious 
until the last two precincts had been 
counted— then it was tears of joy. 

"1 can't believe It. How sweet it 
is," she said amidst tears. "In all the 
time I have been in office, I have al- 
ways worked hard to represent the 
people and the people remembered 
it." 

Martini defeated challenger Lin- 
da Pedersen, 1,767 to 1,441. Mike 



Mortensen had 181 votes. As Marti- 
ni expected, Pedersen defeated her 
in precincts within the village limits 
of Antioch where she is well-known 
and respected. Martini took all Anti- 
och township precincts. 

"The endorsement of the people 
means more than the endorsement 
of any public officials or newspa- 
pers," Martini said. "My re-election 
sends a message to the old guard that 
the voters don't like machine poli- 
tics." 

Martini commended her prima- 
ry opponent Pedersen for running a 
clean campaign. 

"She is a nice lady. I really hope

Tree prune expected to save trees

Village officials have trimmed 
Main Street honey locust trees to 
maximize the tree's chances for sur- 
vival during construction of side- 
walks and curbs a year from now. 

•Trimming work was undertaken 
by professional tree care personnel 
after studies by consultants to the vil- 
lage. 

"Because we are aTree City USA, 
we have taken every possible means 
to protect the trees," said Claude 
LeMere, village community develop- 
ment director. "We would not wont 
to jeopardize our status." 

"Yes. The trimming at this point 
looks very dramatic," LeMere said. 

Village officials have received 
telephone calls from a few residents 
who are upset about the change in 
the size of the branch area of honey 
locust trees that line Main Street. The 
effect on the appearance of the street 
is to show more open sky and the top 
structures of the buildings. 

Village development officials 



had postponed, for one year, the 
start of construction of sidewalk, and 
curb and gutter improvements in the 
downtown business district The im- 
provements are now scheduled to 
start in spring, 1999, 

Antioch has been guided in the 
tree trimming program by Applied 
Ecological Services, Inc. of Broad- 
head, Wisconsin. Professional ecolo- 
gists have discussed ways to assure 
that trees will survive the proposed 
sidewalk project. 

Dr. John L Larson told Antioch 
that removal of about one third of 
the branches will be necessary to in- 
crease the probability that trees 
would survive 1999 construction ac- 
tivities. 

Larson stated, "During construc- 
tion, stress to and damage to some 
roots is unavoidable. By reducing a 
portion of the above ground stem 
structure, the tree root system will 
have to maintain a reduced nutrient 
load, reduced evapotranspiration 
rate, and reduced wind load, which 
will help the trees to survive." 

Trimming trees in spring, 1998 



will allow the trees to recover from 
that activity before new stress is 
placed on the roots by the sidewalk 
reconstruction project 

"Allowing the trees one full 
growing season to recover from the 
trimming should greatly improve the 
likelihood of the honey locust surviv- 
ing street construction activities," 
said Larson. 

The village also expects to im- 
prove the conditions in which the 
trees currently exist during the re- 
construction project. 

"We are enlarging the openings 
around the trees with the new side- 
walk program so they will get more 
moisture, "j^aid .LeMere. New tree 
grates will pfennit a 25 percent larger 
ground surface area for each tree, 

LeMere said that trees that do 
not survive this spring's trimming 
would not have survived the root 
trauma expected with the sidewalk 
program. Any trees that die will be 
replaced when new sidewalks are in- 
stalled in 1999. 

"We're giving them the best 
chance of survival," LeMere said.

through inmate mail. 

The Sheriffs investigation of the 
burglaries is continuing since a third 
offender is believed to have been in- 
volved. However, between the two 
existing suspects, Gonzalez and 
Patzer, police and sheriffs investiga- 
tors were able to solve 12 animal clin- 
ic burglaries in Lake and Cook Coun- 
ty. 

Ke tannine Hydrochloride is also 
known as Ketacete, Special K, Ket, K, 
and Vitamin K. Ketamine is an anes- 
thetic used by Veterinarians. 

Stolen from the Lakes Animal 
Clinic, 222 West Route 173, Antioch, 
were animal tranquilizers known as 
Ketamine, Ketaset, Telazol and Di- 
azepan. 

"It'savery dangerous drug," said 
Antioch Police Chief Charles Watkins 
of Ketamine when he released infor- 
mation about the arrests. "It's a very 
- lifgli powered drug." 

"if yoii snort too much, you can 
literally put yourself to sleep perma- 
nently," he said. 

Second suspect Patzer already 
has been sentenced to four years in- 
carceration with the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Corrections for Lake Zurich 
animal clinic burglaries in 1997. 

Gonzalez now is in the custody of 
the Lake County Jail and remanded 
on a $100,000 bond. His next court 
date is March 26 for pretrial motions. 

Antioch Police Officers investi- 
gated break-ins at the Lakes Animal 
Clinic on Aug. 21, Oct. 5, and Oct. 21, 
1996, In August, animal care person- 
nel noticed that the northeast door to 
the clinic had been kicked open. Po- 
lice reported that there were sixteen 
10 ml vials of Ketaset taken from the 
clinic at that time. 

In early October, there was an- 
other burglary at the Lakes Animal 
Clinic. Burglars broke into the build- 
ing by prying open the rear door on 
the south side of the building. Taken 
in that burglary were eight 10 ml vials 
of Diazepan, twelve 10 ml vials of Ke- 
tamine, and seven 5 ml vials of Tela- 
zol. 

Later in October, a third burglary 
occurred. The same door broken ear- 
lier in the month was used. Although 
a careful inspection was made, noth- 
ing was missing from the clinic. 

Detectives James Ruth and Craig 



Somerville were involved in the in- 
vestigation forthe Antioch Police De- 
partment. The Antioch officers 
helped build the chain of evidence 
that led to the arrest of Gonzalez. 
They also worked with the Cook 
County Sheriffs Department on oth- 
er aspects of the case. 

Lake Zurich investigator Mike 
Parlberg reported last' September 
that Patzer had been picked up by 
Kildeer Police at 6:45 a.m. August 29, 
1997 after being observed standing 
outside the pay telephone booth at 
an Amoco Gas Station on Rand Road. 

Police believed Patzer had bro- 
ken a window of the All Creatures An- 
imal Hospital at 2:06 a.m. earlier that 
morning and was at the telephone 
calling for a ride after the getaway car 
was towed away, authorities said. 

Animal hospital break-ins in the 
area had followed a similar pattern. 
The suspects would break a window 
at an animal hospital and then leave 
to see If any patrol officers would ar- 
rive, according to Parlberg. If they did 
not, or once they left, the suspects 
would return, enter through the bro- 
ken window, take vials of Ketamine 
and sometimes other valuables, and 
leave through the front door. 

This was a similar pattern for 
area robberies including Barrington, 
Palatine, McHenry, Crystal Lake, 
Marengo, Itasca and Bolingbrook, 
Parlberg said. 

Parlberg said that the suspects 
used the tranquilizer for their own 
personal use but also sold some of it . 
at rave parties. 

Patzer was indicted by a Lake 
County grand jury on Sept. 10, 1997- 
on charges filed by the Lake Zurich 
Police Department. 

Internet information sources re- 
port that Ketamine is used in the rave 
and club scene, especially in Europe. 
It may also be mixed with other drugs 
such as heroin, coke, or ecstasy. It is 
reported that any combination of 
drugs with Ketamine is extremely 
dangerous with minimal psychedel- 
ic value. 

This investigation is continuing 
by Sheriffs investigators. Persons 
who may have information about 
this case are asked to contact the

In the course of a few Saturday 
morning fellowship events, men in 
the Community Bible Church 
learned the Waukegan area ministry 
on Tenth Street had need for remod- 
eling work on a building they had 
bought to use as their church. Insu- 
lation installation, a raised platform,, 
and other remodeling work was 
needed in the 1917 building. 

Stackhouse said that men from 
each congregation worked for five 
evenings to improve the building as 
a worship center. The Community 
Bible Church has a wealth of trades- 
man with skills that could help their 
building. ' 

"They worked side-by-side," he 
said. "We put labor and love togeth- 
er." 

"It was just a powerful time," 
Stackhouse said. 

The initial, practical result was a 
saving on energy costs. Wennstrom 
said, "We didn't get it all done, but it 
saved $2,500 a month on their heat- 
ing bill for the insulation work and 
the kind of work that was happen- 
ing. 



"The next thing that is going to 
come from this produce is going to 
be joy.

Geological Survey conduct clean wa- 
ter studies of Lake Catherine and 
Channel Lake are needed. Property 
owners on the two lakes arc needed 
who are willing to provide ground 
water sampling locations. 

A meeting has been scheduled 
for March 24 at St. Stephen Lutheran 
Church, 1155 Hillside Avenue, at 7:30 
p.m. to discuss the study and the 
need for volunteers. 

Robert T. Kay, aHydrologist with 
the Water Resources Division of the 
U.S. Geological Survey, will be pre- 
sent to discuss the clean water take 
study and future planning. The study 
is funded by a grant through the Fox 
Waterway Agency. 

"They'll be looking for locations 
to install ground water monitoring 
wells," said Carol Jonites, of United 
Homeowners Associations of Unin- 
corporated Antioch. 

"It's essentia] that we find loca- 
tions to help improve water quality 
on Lake Catherine and Channel 
Lake," said County Board represen- 
tative Judy Martini (Dist. 1-Antioch). 



"And, I'm volunteering for ont 
location," said Martini. 

The Geological Survey will drill < 
hole in the ground from which the} 
can take water samples. 

"Our plan is to install the wells ii 
April, 1998, use them for weekly 
monitoring of water levels and quar^ 
terry monitoring of water quality un- 
til May, 1999," said Kay in a letter tc 
Martini. 

"The data obtained from these 
wells will enable the USGS to deter- 
mine the amount of water, nitrogen,! 
and phosphorous flowing from! 
ground water into the lakes," Kay| 
said. 

Monitoring wells are made of PVC I 
pipe, 8 inches in diameter, and will be I 
placed from 15 to 40 feet deep. 

"The exact location of the well, 
and the conditions for their Installa- 
tion and removal would be subject to 
the property owner's approval," Kay 
told Martini. 

People willing to participate in 
the studies are invited to the meet- 
ing, or they may call Kay at 815-756- 
9207. 

"I wish people would come from 
around the lakes," said Jonites. "It is 
open to the public"

Sure pick perennials 
for long bloom time 



Last week we talked about 
planning a border using 
annuals. One of the dis- . 
ti net advantages of using 

annuals, is. (Key do oflar-oanlinuDutk 

blooms, usually from early spring 
to frost. Many perennials, on the 
other hand put annuals to shame in 
every respect, but their bloom time. 
But, there are quite a few that offer 
a very long bloom time, and are 
well worth planting. 

A great thing about perennials 
is they come back year after year. 
And with each year, they grow taller 
and broader. You can divide them 
after awhile and have many plants 
from one parent plant. 
Consequently, perennials, in the 
long run, are much cheaper to 
grow. They also save time, you do 
not have to plant a whole garden 
year after year, as with annuals. You 
can start perennials by seed, or buy 
established plants. Naturally, grow- 
ing them from seed, is also more 
economical. lust be patient, if start- 
ing from seed, they usually will not 
bloom the first year, but will come 
back bigger and better the follow- 
ing season. 

If starting perennials from seed, 
you can start them indoors in 
March, and grow under lights or a 
sunny window sill. Grow die plants 
for six to eight weeks and when 
they are large enough, transplant 
outdoors to their permanent loca- 
tion. Or you can wait and start the 
seeds indoors in late June. Grow in 
pots inside for four to six weeks and 
then transplant to a nursery bed for 
further growth over the summer 
and fall. Mulch and transplant in 
spring to their permanent location. 
With this method, you don't have 
to start everything in early spring, 
but later in June when you have 
more time. 

Here are some real winners to 
plant in your garden: Johnson's 
blue geranium— This is a low grow- 
ing purple blue "wild" geranium 
that grows in mounds, and looks 
great as a border, or under trees 
and roses. It blooms from late 
spring to early fall and gets about 1 
1/2 feet tall. I grow this variety and 
it generates a lot of interest. 

The Dalmation bellflower is a 
version of the Campanula, it is a 
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low grower that spreads to two feet 
or more and will bloom from late 
spring to early fall and its' height is 
orte to six inches, grow in full sun to 
light shade. False sunflower is a 
mound of yellow almost as big as a 
haystack. It grows in full sun, and 
blooms in summer to early fall, and 
it's height is three to five feet tall. 

The snowbank Boltonia has 
daisylike flowers, which are very 
small, but numerous. Plant in full 
sun to light shaded will bloom late 
summer and fall and reach Tour 
feet. The Eva Cullum phlox is a dis- 
ease-resistant garden phlox. This 
variety is one of the longest bloom- 
ing of all. It blooms in midsummer 
to fall and will reach three feet in 
height. 

A perennial garden would not 
be complete without Autumn Joy 
Sedum, Shasta Daisy, Foxgloves, or 
the famous Echinacea Purpurea or 
more commonly known as Purple 
Cornflower. Don't forget Dianthus, 
a part of the carnation family, 
whose little flowers have that great 
spicy scent. I have many varieties in 
rose, lilacs, and lavender shades 
that bloom from spring until fall. 
There is a new variety that is of a 
soft yellow hue, Dianthus Knappi- 
Yellow Harmony. Also, Rudbeckia, 
is a tall, dramatic winner that 
makes a lovely cut flower. I have 
some in the front of my house, and 
people always ask me what type of 
flower they are, they are quite stun- 
ning. They bloom from summer 
until fall, and grow two to three feet 
tall. 

Do incorporate some of their 
perennials in your flower garden 
this season, you will not be disap- 
pointed. Have a great week, peace.

Fresh from his more than tri- . 
umphant appearance in this 
or any other year's biggest 
film, "Titanic,',' Leonardo Di- 
Caprio is back and his fans get two for 
one in "The Man in the Iron Mask." 

In "Mask," lie plays twins, Louis 
XIV and his twin brother, or if you 
prefer, the evil Louis XIV and his 
poor saindy twin brother, Philippe. 

When the womanizing king dis- 
covers he has a brother, he orders 
him not only imprisoned, but puts 
an iron mask on his head so that no 
one will recognize him as the 
throne's other 50 percent. We find 
this act one of the most terrifying in 
movie history. 

DiCaprio is an enigma in the ro- 
mance department with a baby face 
that defies puberty, yet his sexy stare 
works. 

The famous Three (would you 
believe four) Musketeers and compa- 
ny swash and buckle all over die 
place. Played by lop actors leremy 
Irons, lohn Malkovich, Gabriel Byrne 
and Gerard Depardieu, they gallanUy, 
though geriactricly, fight to have die 
proper king sit oh die throne of 
France.

Second City mixes old and new 
techniques in its newest, fast-mov- 
ing satirical revue, "Promise Keep- 
ers, Losers Weepers." 

A slick six-member cast- 
Kevin Dorff, Rachel Dratch, Rachel 
Hamilton, Rich Talarico, . 
Stephanie Weir and Jim Zulevic — 
works nicely together. How can" 
one tell? By Gauging how smoothly 
they pull off the production's two 
improvisational bits — probably 
comedy's most difficult challenge. 
One involves ad libbing parts 
culled from the daily paper and 
the other from suggestions tossed 
out by the audience. In both bits, 
they manage to capture a feeling of 
spontaneous zaniness. 

Among the moving targets is a 
wonderful bedroom scene in the 
White House in which a contrite 
president blames his weakness on 
a personal demon, though his 
spouse isn't buying it. She con- 
cludes, "The country has a very 
good president, and I have a very 
bad husband." 

Mainstream pop culture 
comes in for its share of lumps, 
from fluffy television sitcoms to 
cigar smoking and car worship. 

There's a terrific visual "fat" 
joke (the character has lost 400 
pounds and has another 400 to go) 
and a wild scene in which two 
Russian pals blow off their heritage 
for a few trite American apho- 
risms, As in some of the compa- 
ny's recent productions, recurring 



threads are woven throughout the 
revue, starting with the skit in 
which a surgeon's approach to 
helping his patients get down-and- 
dirty with the real world ("Life will . 
be painless when I'm brainless") is 
to remove a little bit of the brain. 
"You may be compassionate and 
care about the people around you; 
but it can be cured." 

Probably the biggest thigh- 
slapper involves the scene in 
which an onerous boss is pushing 



two employees from the steno 
pool to work horrendous hours to' 
finish a project. Each of their com- 
plaints is topped to an exaggerated 
degree by the new foreign cleaning 
lady who purports to have seen it 
all— and then some.

How to Speak Hawaiian Like A Kamaaina Lake County has plenty of March events

On my first trip to Hawaii, about all I learned is that almost all streets in 
Honolulu start with the letter "K" and could not be pronounced by anyone from the 
mainland. Well, I was wrong. 

After teaming a few simple rules, anyone can speak Hawaiian like a Kamaaina 
(a native-bom Hawaiian). 

Hawaiian, unlike English, is strictly phonetic. The missionaries who first wrote 
the language just spelled out the words exactly as they were spoken. Each letter in a 
word is sounded separately, even two vowels that come together. For example, the 
island Kahoolawe is pronounced Kah-ho-oh-Iay-way. There are no silent vowels to 
contend with . No rules to remember such as if a vowel is "long" or'"short." 

There arc a few vowel combinations, however. "A" is sounded as "eye," as in 
Hawaii. "Au" is "Ow" as in luau {that's where they roast the pig, etc.). "El" is "Ay " 
as in "Lei" (the flower necklace the pretty Hawaiian girl puts around your neck at the 
luau). 

With those rules, and knowing the second to the last syllable gets the accent, 
you're on yourway to speaking Hawaiian like a Kamaaina. Sec, you pronounced 
that right! 

If it seems like many of the Hawaiian words look alike, it's because there are 
only 12 letters used in the Hawaiian language. Five vowels and seven consonants 
can only go so far. (Wheel of Fortune would be an easy game in Hawaiian). 

How about a few simple words so we can practice? A man is a kanc, a woman a 
wahine. You might roast a puaa (pig) at a luau. When you want to thank someone, 
you say "mahalo." 

If you ask for directions, Hawaiians will usually tell you that some place is cither 
makai (towards the sea) or mauka (island), rather than referring to north or south. 

Get out those Hawaiian brochures your travel agent gave you and try some of 
those city names. You'll find it's kind of fun once you get the hand of it!

How do you know when is a toothache really a toothache? 



It might hurt a lot, but the pain 
that seems like a toothache could 
actually come from another part of 
mouth or body, says dentists. 

"Sometimes a tooth may ache 
from nondental sources, such as oth- 
er sites in your head, your neck, or 
even your heat," explains Keith 
Suchy, DDS. A general dentist who 
practices in Westchester, II. 

Toothache pain, he says, can be 
referred from one part of your body 
to another. "The site of the pain isn't 
necessarily where the pain will be 



felt," says Dr. Suchy. 

Pain can be projected or distrib- 
uted along a nerve that is the source 
of pain. For example; pain in the 
head, jaw or heart could be project- 
ed through a nerve that will translate 
as pain in a particular tooth. Virtual- 
ly every category of headacheand fa- 
cial pain can cause toothaches, in- 
cluding sinus infections and colds. 

Other nondental sources of 
toothaches include tumors in the 
head, hiatal hernia, osteoarthritis or 
rheumatoid arthritis, diabetes, os- 



teomyhelitis (inflammation of the 
bone) and depression. 

Angina pectoris, or heart 
spasm, may be one of the more se- 
rious types of referred pain to a 
tooth, says Dr. Suchy. As the coro- 
nary arteries narrow with angina 
pectoris, the blood supply dimin- 
ishes- to the heart, creating pain 
that can be felt in a tooth. Angina 
pectoris' radiates to the jaw about 
12 percent of the time. 

"Dentists recognize that pain 
in a tooth can actually come from 



another part of the body, "says Dr. 
Suchy. "That is why patients are 
asked all those questions on the 
medical history form. Many peo- 
ple seem confused that we ask 
about health problems that do not 
seem to related to the oral cavity, 
but remember, many symptoms 
appear first in the oral cavity and 
dentists are the first to detect 
them.

Why Is it Important to have 
my children immunized? 

Immunizations that children 
receive protect them against dis- 
ease that can cause serious health 
problems, and even death in some 
cases. For instance, whooping 
cough may cause pneumonia and 
death, and Haemophilus Influenza 
Type B may cause brain damage. 
Even measles, which many con- 
sider a common childhood disease 
can, if left unchecked, cause pneu- 



monia, brain damage, blindness 
and death. 

How do I get immuniza- 
tions for my children? 

If your physician provides 
these immunizations, it is best to 
continue there because the conti- 
nuity of care is enhanced. If you are 
unable to get them through your 
physician, for whatever reason, 
immunizations are available for 
$6.00 a dose from one of the Lake 
County Community Health 



Partnership Immunization Clinics 
listed on the back of this brochure.

What do I need to bring to 
the clinic?

AB Cs of pediatric medication 



Thirteen million children take 
medication prescribed or recom- 
mended by a physician every week. 
These medications are used to treat 
anything from minor illnesses such 
as colds to serious health problems. 
However, according to a "U.S. 
Pharmacist article, studies show 
that approximately half of all med- 
ications given to children are not 
administered correctly. The most 
frequent errors noted, included: 

1. Changing dose forms or dos- 
ing schedule to suit patient or fami- 
ly convenience. 

2. Over-the-counter medica- 
tions chosen or dosed inappropri- 
ately. 

3. Using old or leftover medica- 
tion or "sharing" medication with 
other family members. 

According to Kati Kwasiborski, 
R.Ph., Director of Pharmacy, at 
Condeli Medical Center, 801 S. 
Milwaukee Ave., Libertyville, drug 
therapy in children is more complex 



than in adults, And, children are 
very vulnerable to medication blun- 
ders. The National Institute of Child 
Health and Human Development 
notes that youngsters, because of 
their immature kidneys and livers, 
cannot eliminate drugs from their 
systems as efficiently as adults. 
Additionally, their smalt size 
requires doses to be very exact. 

To ensure safe and effective 
medication treatment for children, 
follow these simple ABCs: 

A— Ask your doctor or pharma- 
cist the medication. mane, the rea- 
son it was prescribed, the amount of 
time it will take to produce an effect, 
and what common side effects may 
be seen and which ones your 
require contact with your doctor. 

B— Be sure to understand the 
dosing schedule. Understand if it is 
important for the child to finish all 
the medication no matter how the 
youngster is feeling(eg. antibiotics); 
or if it is only to be used when the 



child has the symptoms (eg. for 
pain/temperature). Find out how 
the doses should be spaced during 
the day and what should be done if 
a dose is missed. 

C— Calibrate the dose exactly. 
Never use kitchen spoons for liquid 
medication, Obtain a calibrate spoon, 
cup or dropper from a pharmacist. 

D — Don't use medication past 
its expiration date, or if it has 
appeared to change color or texture, 
Don't crush tablets unless a profes- 
sional says it is safe to do so. 

E— Educate yourself on the over- 
the-counter medications available. 
Discuss these medications with a 
doctor or pharmacist before admin- 
istering to child. Never modify an 
adult medication to treat a child. 

F— Follow ail special label 
instructions including refrigerate, 
shake well, or avoid dairy products. 

Drug administration to children 
requires special attention. Keep chil- 
dren safe and healthy.

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Youth inhalant abuse increases, seminar participants told 



Too many young people are 
putting themselves at risk for perma- 
nent physical impairment and even 
death by abusing inhalants that were 
designed for household and com- 
mercial use. 

"It takes paint off your house," 
Maggie Bormann, director of youth 
service for Charla Waxman, Inc; r 
said, looking at a can of paint thin- 
ner. " Why would you want to put it in 
your body?" 

Yet one of five eighth-graders has . 
used inhalants, she said. Bormann is 
especially alarmed by research that 
shows that of every 10 people who 



die from the use of inhalants, three 
were first-time users. 

Bormann was speaking at a re- 
cent (March 5) seminar sponsored 
by Prevention Services/InTouch, a 
partnership of the Northern Illinois 
Council on Alcoholism and Sub- 
stance Abuse (NICASA), the College 
of Lake County and the Lake County 
Health Department. The 40 partici- 
pants included police officers, teach- 
ers, substance abuse counselors and 
prevention specialists, and social 
workers, 

Bormann's table display of in- 
halants included such common 



household and commercial products 
as cooking spray, correction fluid, in- 
sect repellant, hair spray, model air- i 
plane glue and fabric protector. She 
said there. are from 1,200 to 1,400 
products available "for people to get 
high. It's that scary if you look 
around your house," she said. 

She said inhalants are hot just 
household products. "They're killing 
machines." 

Bormann said that pre-teens 
Who wouldn't otherwise use such 
drugs as alcohol or marijuana 
might try inhalants because they 
are legal products, easy to get to 



and inexpensive. 

She stressed the importance of 
education and prevention. 

"A. lot of kids wouldn't use in- 
halants if they thought itwould kill 
them," she said. 

The National Inhalant Preven- 
tion Coalition, which is sponsoring 
Inhalants & Poisons Awareness 
Week, said more than one million 
youth tried inhalants last year. 

Signs of inhalant abuse, accord- 
ing to the coalition, include: 

• Red or runny eyes or nose, 

• Spots or sores, around the 
mourn, 




• Chemical breath odor, 

• Drunk, dazed or dizzy appear- 
ance, 

♦Anxiety, excitability, irritability, 

• Paints or stains on body or 
clothing. 

Harmful effects of inhalant 
abuse include short-term memory 
loss, hearing loss, limb spasms, per- 
manent brain damage, bone marrow 
damage and liver and kidney dam- 
age. 

The coalition recommends that 
parents and educators teach chil- 
dren about the danger of these toxic 
substances. 



Loyola implants new technology to treat atrival filbrillation 
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A 59-year-old Joliet resident left 
Loyola University Medical Center, in 
Maywood, 111., less than 24 hours after 
receiving the first implantable cardiac 
devices in Illinois to control the debil- 
itating effects of atrial fibrillation (AF), 
a common heart rhythm disorder that 
significantly reduces the heart's abili- 
ty to pump blood. 

, "Affecting more than 2.5 million 
Americans, AF is an irregular heart 
rhythm that results from chaotic elec-. 
trical signals in the upper chambers of 
the heart and can result in serious 
health consequences including short- 
ness of breath, palpitations, fainting, 
reduced capacity for exercise and 
blood clots leading to strokes," said 
Brian Olshansky, M.D., professor of 
medicine, director of electrophysiolo- 
gy at Loyola. 

Olshansky used the stopwatch- 
sized implantable atrial defibrillator 
developed by InControl, Inc., to send 
precisely timed low-energy shocks 
through the patient's heart to restore 
a normal rhythm. The procedure to 
implant the new device is very similar 
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Oral cancer: 
Where are 
the exams? 



Determining exactly how often 
oral cancer examinations arc per- 
formed by dentists is difficult in light of 
the contradictory accounts given by 
dentists and patients surveyed on the 
topic, reports AGD Impact , the news- 
magazine of the Academy of General 
DenUstry. 

A 1995 Maryland study of 62 den- 
tists revealed that 83 percent claim to 
routinely perform annual cancer 
screens on high-risk patients. Yet a 
1994 National Center for Health Statis- 
tics Survey of 12,035 patients showed 
that only 14.3 percent of respondents 
reported having ever received an oral 
cancer examination. 

There are a number of reasons 
dentists may be lax in conducting the 
exams. Dental schools train dental stu- 
dents to identify and treat oral cancer, 
but don't emphasize conducting the 
exams, dentists say. Also, dentists may 
be reluctant to mention the word "can- 
cer," to their patients. And diagnosis it- 
self often isn't easy, since early lesions 
can look fairly innocuous and patients 
may appear asymptomatic, 

But conducting the exams is nec- 
essary in light of the sobering statistics 
on oral cancer, Of the approximately 
40,000 new cases of oral cancer each 
year, some 9,000 Americans will die 
from he disease. Men are affected 
about twice as often as women. Once 
die disease is discovered (often in later 
stages), only about half of all patients 
will survive beyond five years. 

The most common type of oral 
cancer, squamous cell carcinoma, ac- 
counts for 90 to 95 percent of oral ma- 
lignancies. Sites include the lips, 
tongue, floor of the mouth, gingiva and 
alveolar mucosa, buccal mucosa and 
oropharynx. Oral cancer can appear as 
blue, white, red or red-and-white 
patch, or as an ulcer or mass. 



to the procedure used to implant a 
permanent pacemaker. . 

Through design, the atrial defib- 
rillator is able to deliver therapy auto- 
matically to the patient when AF is de- 
tected or under a physician's control 
in their hospital or office, depending 
on how the device is programmed by 
the physician. The defibrillator is also 
designed to permit the patient to con- 
trol their own AF therapy by activating 
the device when the symptoms of AF 



are felt and then delivering shocks if 
deemed appropriate. 

The man, James Bums, is one of 
only 100 AF patients in the world to 
undergo this new surgical procedure. 
. Diagnosed with AF for more then 
five years, Bums had experienced sev- 
eral episodes of the disorder, which re- 
duced his capacity to perform normal 
day-to-day activities. In fact, before 
the procedure, Bums was unable to 
walk more than 50 feet. The disorder 



forced Bums, a heavy equipment op- 
erator of 41 years, into early retire- 
ment. 

In an effort to treat the complica- 
tions associated with AF, Bums was 
prescribed heart rate controlling, an- 
ticoagulation and antiarrhythmic 
drugs in conjunction with external, 
cardioversion. However, due to the 
severity of AF and complications asso- 
ciated with the drug therapies, Bums 
became a candidate for the im- 



plantable atrial defibrillator. 

"With the new technology avail-. 
able/Mr. Bums should be able to re- 
turn to his normal daily activities and 
to a lifestyle that allows more freedom. 
I am confident that this device will 
substantially improve the quality of 
life for James and provide him with 
piece of mind thatif anAF episode oc- 
curs, the atrial defibrillator will re- 
spond with the appropriate therapy, 
"said Olshansky. *

Isley calls it quits, 
,000 missing 

Faced with federal embezzlement 
investigation, Lake County 
Chamber President resigns

Chuck Isley III resigned from his 
position of Lake County Chamber'of 
Commerce President Tuesday amid a 
swelling controversy over his person- 
al bankruptcy and a federal investi- 
gation against him. 

Isley, who has been the cham- 
ber's chief executive officer for the 
past two decades, has been under a 
probe by the U.S. Department of 
Labor for his financial dealings 
with the International Employee 
Welfare Union, a union he founded 
in 1995. 

. According to reports, Isley's resig- 
nation was due to his retirement from 
the chamber. The chamber of com- 
merce feels his financial dealings 
have nothing to do with the chamber. 

"He has resigned and is retiring 
from the chamber," Matt Nordigan, 
chamber trustee, stated. "He's retir- 



ing. That's all we know." 

"Ed Hucker, a past chamber di- 
rector, will be heading up a transi- 
tional team to locate a new presi- 
dent," Nardigan stated. "Hucker will 
not be the president, he is just help- 
ing to find one." 

According to a report filed from 
the department in relation to Isley's 
bankruptcy, evidence shows that Is- 
ley has been "borrowingmoney at his 
discretion" against planned accounts 
for the union. The union was found- 
ed to provide health and life insur- 
ance to small businesses. 

Isley, during his bankruptcy, list- 
ed the union and it's Death Benefit 
Trust Fund as creditors. He currently 
owes them $84,000. The court docu- 
ments state that the money owed is 
closer to $100,000. 

The Department of Labor is try- 
ing to stop the bankruptcy hearings 
in lieu of not having the power to file 
criminal charges.

Lake County gardeners can marvel in horticultural spectacle

If you've never read "The Wind in the Willows," this 
year's garden at the Chicago Flower & Garden 
Show, by Craig Bergmann's Country Garden, of 
Winthrop Harbor, may inspire you to peruse the 
book. 

The garden was inspired by the book written by 
Kenneth Grahame. A cozy cottage beside a bog, sur- 
rounded by an early summer landscape, transports 
imagination's to the world of Rat, Toad, Mole and 
Badge, all of whom are characters in the children's clas- 
sic. 

The show gardens by Craig Bergmann's are known 
for being imaginative. Every year since the garden show 
was resurrected the garden center has created a feast 
for the eye in an attempt to inspire gardeners young 
and old., 

Last year, over 100,000 people visited the garden 
show and the waiting time to enter their garden was 30 



minutes on the weekend. 

The entire process for creating the garden this year 
began in the fall of 1996 when the first seeds were sewn 
for some of the flowers, including delphiniums and fox- 
gloves. 

The garden company is co-owned by Craig 
Bergmann and James Grigsby. Grigsby, a former profes- 
sor at the Art Institute of Chicago came up with the 
theme of Wind in the Willows.

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Salvi stuns GOP pick Churchill 

Wauconda politician to face Jesse White 
in Secretary of State race

Al Salvi is making a habit of 
downing top-name Republicans in 
the primary. 

This time he wants to experience 
winning in the general election, too. 

Salvi toppled fellow Lake Count- 
ian Bob Churchill to win the Repub- 
lican nomination for Secretary of 
State. Salvi will be facing Democrat- 
ic nominee, Jesse White from Chica- 
go in the November election. 

"We worked off a positive cam- 
paign," Salvi stated. "We related a 
positive message, worked hard and 
showed we were willing to take on 
controversial subjects."

Why spend a lot of money getting to and from some remote corner? 
Classify them as intelligent. All, only in Lake County! 

Farm Bureau sends 
new land policy signal 

By endorsing several land preservationists and avowed open 
space candidates in the March primary, the Lake County 
Farm Bureau sent signals of adopting a more mainstream 
attitude toward growth and development; in short, reign in 
the rush toward urbanization. 

In a pre-election news release, Farm Bureau leaders took pains to 
spell out their stance on land use policy in Lake County. They stat- 
ed: "We are concerned with open space and that Lake County For- 
est Preserve acquire land through a fair process from willing sellers 
and pay a fair market value for the land. We are concerned with de- 
velopment and that the new development address the need for 
drainage and runoff to be properly routed away from existing resi- 
dences and farm fields along with proper impact fees for additional 
children in our schools and cars on our overburdened road system. 
Also that developers properly follow the zoning laws in our county 
and villages and reflect the rural environment we would all like to 
preserve." 

Well spoken. If the campaign news release reflects longstanding 
policy, then so be it. But the viewpoint sounds new. Whatever, the 
statement comes as sweet music and a telling expression from an 
influential and highly respected organization.

Scrub income tax,

ongressman John Porter, 
the mild-mannered North 
Shore moderate Republi- 
can who represents a big , 
chunk of Lake County in the U.S.

New Gurnee threat 

entertain next village 



The other day I met a 
woman from Antioch who 
said that she read my col- 
umn. She said that she 
liked it, which I appreciated, and 
she suggested that I write some- 
thing about the concerns of many 
in her community that the village 
maintain its friendly, small-tovJn 
character. 

It brought to my mind how 
much some villages in Lake County 
have changed, never to return. Let's 
highlight just one— the village of 
Gurnee, in particular, and Warren 
Township on the broader scale. 
I am not one to say that you 
can't beat the "good old days." Time 
marches on, times change, and you 
make the best of it. But, there is 
something to be said to the fact 
that those who are the policy-mak- 
ers can control change, and some- 
limes the changes are too extreme 
and too rapid. It's like a snowball 
rolling downhill. 

Yes, I remember the good old 
days of Gurnee and Warren Town- 
ship. I remember the rural land- 
scape, the fields of farms and the 
animals that roamed them, the 
small businesses, the well-kept res- 
idences, and the friendly neigh- 
bors. 

Just 30 years ago, the Gurnee 
Police Dept. had about four offi- 
cers; Police Chief Oren Anderson, 
Sgt. Bob Carr, and a couple of pa- 
trolmen. The fire department was a 
group of very dedicated volunteers 
led by Fire Chief Sam Dada. I won- 
der what Sam thinks when he revis-~ 
its the area to see two fire stations 
and a large complement of fire- 
fighters. 

The first major change in 
Gurnee's landscape came with the 
theme park. To hear the promoters, 
you would have thought that the 
local taxpayers would be forever- 
more free of paying taxes. Of 
course, they are paying more, and 
forever. The theme park wasn't as 
devastating as it could have been, 
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but it was the start of changing the 
character of the village of Gurnee. 

After the theme park, there 
were policy decisions that radically 
changed the face of Gurnee and the 
township. Annexations that broad- 
ened the village borders and zoning 
changes that enhanced the inter- 
ests of large scale developers guar- 
anteed that Gurnee would be on 
the fast track for major developers. 
Then came Gurnee Mills and a 
stream of commercial develop- 
ments, and there is more to come 
with rows of car dealers, conven- 
tion centers, and who knows what 
else. 

I watched Gurnee Mayor 
Richard Welton on local TV when 
he appeared at a "Power Breakfast" 
and he'said that at least the resi- 
dential development in Gurnee is 
at a "critical mass." 1 guess that he 
wanted to allay the fears of present 
residents that there would be more 
homes built. Isn't that too bad — 
they're running out of room. 

MayorWelton said that there is 
much more to look forward on 
commercial development. They're 
not running out of space for that. 
Well, I would suggest to MayorWel- 
ton that if he believes that residen- 
tial development is at a "critical 
mass," the commercial develop- 
ment is just about at a "critical 
mess." In fact, the woman from An- 
tioch who asked me to write about 
the topic of over-development, said 
that she was worried that what is 
happening in Gurnee will infec- 
tiously skip to her area. 

What bothers me Is that some 
of the same people who preach 
about bigness in government are 



the same people who cause it by 
shilling for the special interests 
who don't give a hoot on how much 
their developments will backfire in 
costs to taxpayers. Besides the 
money costs to taxpayers, there is 
another cost that is even more im- 
portant. That cost is quality of life. 

Quality of life. Take it away and 
you never get it back. I've written 
about over-development that has 
already happened and we can't re- 
trace our steps. But, let's think 
about a proposal that is being con- 
sidered for future development. It's 
being called the Entertainment Vil- 
lage. See, Gurnee, they even want 
to put another name to your vil- 
lage. 

How can you turn them down? 
You've heard them. Gurnee will re- 
ceive a recurring yearly surplus of 
$2.5 million a year once the project 
reaches maturity and the county is 
promised a revenue bonanza. Like 
the high pitched salesmen used to 
say, "Have I got you a deal." 

Can you imagine the gridlock 
that such a development will 
cause? Kiss your quality of life 
goodbye. Not only that, who do you 
think will be paying for the high- . 
way interchange, the widening of 
Washington Street and ail of the 
necessary infrastructure needed 
long before the project turns a 
shovel? 

People in Lake County are get- 
ting weary of the consequences of 
over-development. It's showing in 
local elections where the pro-de- 
velopment candidates have lost in 
major upsets. 

MayorWelton should take a 
page from what happened in his. 
own business ventures. You can 
move too fast; you can over-devel- 
op. He and other local leaders in 
Lake County should do more to 
preserve the quality of life for the 
residents of the county rather than 
working feverishly for special inter- 
ests looking to get as much as they 
can from Lake County.

The park's 
conditional use permit allows struc- 
tures of 125 feet. Any higher struc- 
tures need additional permits. 

The roller coaster will be located 
in the Southwest Territory, between 
the American Eagle and Viper roller 
coasters. 

The maximum height of struc- 
tures in the park is the Sky Treck 
Tower, 3 10 feet. 

"It is the crowning piece of the 
Southwest Territories," Wintrode 
said. 

He said new technology means 
any noise will be oriented to the In- 
side of the theme park. The Mega- 
coasters, as they are known, have 
been in theme parks for at least five 
years. 

"More and more people are de- 
veloping higher and higher coasters. 
A lot of people just won't ride a roller 
coaster with a lot of loops. They don't 
want to go upside down. This will 
have a rhuch broader appeal." 

Wintrode addressed the issue of 
the coming owners, Premiere Parks. 




•The deal with Time Warner is ex- 
pected to be finalized at the end of 
the first quarter.

Each change we keep on going. This 
should be a good move for us," he 
told Gumee trustees.

Companies often held accountable for sexual harassment 



When an employee is found to 
have committed sexual harassment 
in the workplace, the employer also 
bears responsibility and can often 
suffer substantial loss in the forms of 
monetary penalties as well as repu- 
tation when cases fall under the in- 
creasingly intense media spotlight. 

Title VII of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 and the Illinois Human Rights 
Act hold the employer responsible 
for actions of supervisors who are ex- 
pected to foster an environment free 
of such discrimination. 

"Seeing large companies pay mul- 
timillion dollar fines and the negative 
press that can result, employers of all 
sizes now are making concerted effort 
to reinforce their policies against sex- 
ual harassment," according to Lisa R 
Callaway, JD, Labor/ Employment 
Counsel forThe management Associ- 
ation of Illinois, an 800-member trade 
association of employers. 

"They are training supervisors to 
identify sexual harassment, to report 
it immediately so that an investiga- 
tion can be conducted, and to take 
appropriate action to remedy the sit- 
uation. We've conducted training 
classes and consulted with manage- 
ment teams thirty companies over 
the past year," says Callaway. 

The most common type of work- 
place violation is "Hostile environ- 
ment" harassment when an intimi- 
dating, offensive or hostile environ- 
ment is created due to sexual behav- 



ior, pictures, language or looks. The 
other type is "quid pro quo" or 'this 
for that' harassment; for example, 
when a supervisor asks for sexual fa- 
vors in exchange for the employee 
keeping a job or obtaining a promo- 
tion. 

The Management Association 
strongly encourages employers to 
have a written policy prohibiting sex- 
ual harassment and that it be posted 
in a visible location and placed in 
the employee handbook. 

Employers also should designate 
at least two people on staff to whom 
employees can go to register a com- 
plaint. These people also should be 
responsible for investigating alleged 
policy violations. 

"When a charge is made, an im- 
mediate investigation is essential," 
says Callaway. "People tend to forget 
facts and these things can take on a life 
of their own, as we've learned in the 
high profile cases of recent month." 

The investigation should include 
separate interviews with the em- 
ployee complaining of harassment, 
the alleged harasser and any wit- 
nesses. Questions should cover the 
basic who, what, when and where of 
the incident and the investigator 
should not make assumptions, but 
look for inconsistencies as the par- 
ties tell their storeies. 

If the allegations are found to 
be true, the employer should take 
disciplinary action against the of- 



fender that range from a verbal or 
written warning, required partici- 
pation in a sexual harassment pre- 
vention training class, suspension 
or termination.

Slamming, cramming' procedures 
prompts action by the Senate 



Protecting consumers from 
"slamming" and "cramming" tele- 
phone scams highlighted action by 
the Senate this week, according to 
state Senator Adeline Geo-Karis (R- 
Zion). 

Attorney General'Jim Ryan and 
several state lawmakers announced 
plans this week to protect consumers 
from con artists who use sweep- 
stakes entries and contests to un- 
knowingly switch or change your 
phone company or phone service 
features. 

"Slamming," a common scam to 
illegally switch phone service, has 
become a big problem in Illinois. Ac- 
cording to the Attorney General's of- 
fice, nearly 2,000 slamming com- 
plaints were filed last year. "Cram- 
ming," or illegally adding service, has 
also become a problem. 

Senate Bill 1567, currently pend- 



ing in the Senate, aims to give con- 
sumers more notice of changes to 
their telephone service and bans the 
use of contests to solicit and defraud 
telephone consumers. Specifically, 
the measure requires written notice 
within 72 hours of any change in ser- 
vice. The notice must include a toll 
free number to allow consumers to 
cancel any unsolicited services. Con- 
sumers would also be able to file 
complaints with the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission. 

Under the proposal, sweep- 
stakes boxes and contests could 
not be used to switch carriers or 
provide new services. Any direct 
mail sweepstakes or contest must 
clearly state that it is intended to 
switch or change phone service 
and must allow a person to enter 
the contest without altering their 
phone service.

Expanded job opportunities forecast for county 



A healthy employment pace is 
predicted this spring for County 
area. These findings, released 
toda;y, represent Manpower lnc.'s 
latest poll of businesses' hiring 
plans for the sec ond quarter of 
1998. 

Charles Bartels of Manpower 
said, "Among companies inter- 
viewed for the Employment Out- 
look Survey, Thirty percent will re- 
cruit more workers for April, May 
and iune, ten percent intend to 
decrease payrolls and fifty-seven 
percent don't anticipate making 
any changes. The remainder, three 
percent, have not finalized their 
plans." Bartels noted, "In general, 
employhers tend to express a re- 
newed interest in hiring emerging 
"from the slowerwinter months." 

The outlook was weaker head- 
ing into spring last year, when six- 



teen percent predicted adding po- 
sitions and three percent said they 
would cut back. Three months ago 
employers were more reserved, as 
twenty- three percent foresaw 
staffing increases, while sixteen 
percent projected declines. 

Employment opportunities 
appear most promising this spring 
in non-durable goods manufac- 
turing, wholesale/retail trade, ser- 
vices and public administration. 
Staff cutbacks are predicted in 
transportation/public utilities, 
while mixed readings are reported 
in construction and durable goods 
manufacturing.

Dear Search: 

I was thrilled to get an interview recently with 
(name withheld). When 1 showed up on time for my 
interview, I was asked by (he receptionist to have a seat 
and to please fill out their application which was quite 
extensive. I did All out the essentials, (I.e. name, 
address, telephone) and then wrote on the top, "SEE 
RESUME". When I finished with this, I handed it to the 
receptionist who asked me to please complete the 
.application entirely. I told her that my resume was 
quite thorough and that alt my necessary information 
could be found within it. She then said that the Human 
Resources Manager has asked that these be filled out 
entirely. I explained that there wasn't anything more 
he could want to know that isn't already on there. The 
receptionist then brought my resume in to the 
Manager who came out to tell me that if 1 was not able 
to fill out the application, that I should just leave my 
resume and there would be no need for an interview. 
Needless to say, I have never heard from them 
again... What happened A.Ii.-Libcrtyvillc 

DeaxA.D.: 

You didn't do it their way! It may have appeared 
that because you were unwilling to fill out the applica- 
tion when asked twice, you were inflexible, possibly 
even argumentative and therefore perhaps not the 
type of individual they want on board. Keep in mind 
that a resume docs not necessarily tell all. You may 
think that although you have compiled all of your per- 
tinent information on to a sheet of paper, that every- 
one will interpret it as you yourself sec it. Not so. 
Applications contain information that may delve a bit 
deeper. Information that may give the interviewer the 
ability to strike up a conversation which is what you 
want. Conversation is good. It allows the interviewer to 
get acquainted with a person instead of a piece of 
paper. Resumes are easy. They are more of an index. 
They tell the basics not allowing much room for imag- 
ination or Information. When on an interview, regard- 
less of whether or not you have a resume in hand.., If 
asked to further fill out an 'application, do not make it 
appear beneath you. Instead show them how thorough 
and flexible you can be. And by the way... When filling 
out those applications, watch your spelling.
